Church  in  the  present  crisis,  pays  the  following  beautiful 
tribute : 

‘Tt  lived  through  the  overthrow  of  the  Roman  Empire;  the 
rise  of  Mohammedanism,  and  turned  it  back  from  the  conquest 
of  Europe  at  Tours  and  Lepanto.  It  endured  the  terrors  of 
the  Tartar  invasions.  When  I  hear  politicians  talking  about 
the  overthrow  of  Christian  civilization,  I  look  at  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  and  am  comforted.  You  can  persecute  it, 
but  you  can^t  kill  it.  Stalin  and  Stalinism  are  but  a  passing 
incident.  The  Church  bell  will  ring  from  the  Kremlin  again 
.  .  .  If  I  had  to  pick  out  any  institution  certain  to  survive  the 
present  world-madness,  I  should  unhesitatingly  put  my  hand 
on  the  Roman  Catholic  Church.  Armored  in  its  uncompro¬ 
mising  supernaturalism,  there  it  stands,  eternal  and  indefec¬ 
tible.’’
